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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Goodman in view of Green. 

Goodman (cited by Applicant) discloses a non-rotating wheel cover comprising 
an inner member 60 (figure 13) having a support bearing member and apertures which 
receive the lug bolts S. The inner member is held to the wheel by the lug nuts L. The 
cover further includes a circular cover, an elongated cylindrical locking member, a cam 
member connected to the end of the locking member, and a counterweight attached to 
the cover. The lug bolts L are not elongated and do not include threaded lug portions 
for receiving a second lug nut. 

Green teaches a wheel cover which is attached to the wheel through the use of a 
plurality of elongated lug nuts 19, which may include a lug portion 47 to receive a 
second lug nut 35 which secures the cover 17 to the wheel. See figure 4. 

From this teaching it would have been obvious to provide the cover assembly of 
Goodman with elongated first lug bolts having threaded lug portions, and second lug 
nuts for securing the cover thereto as this arrangement would allow a wheel cover to be 
attached to deep dish wheel in which the original lug nuts are to short.
